ALLOW MORE TIME 
TO PAYING TAXES 


Austin, Teslas, Jan. 
31.— House 
bill postponing the publication of de­ 
linquent tax lists until October 15. 
1921, and reducing the penalty from 
IO to 5 per cent for failure to pay 
192 0 t axes by J an na ry MI, 1921, was 
signed today by Governor Neff. This 
is the first general bill to be signed 
by tile governor. 
Failure to pass 
the bill by the necssary two-thirds 
vote in the senate will m ake the act 
effective ninety days after adjourn­ 
ment. 
Members of the legislature 
are doubtful as to whether this new 
law will grant the relief for which 
It is intended, because it does not 
become immediately effective.

which the news dispatches say are to 
be reduced nearly one-half, find con­

Indian archipelago, nearly all of which 
belongs to the Dutch. 
It is a con­ 
siderable territory, covering a distance 
from east to west as great as that 
from New York to San Francisco. 
The wild native tribes are trouble­ 
some. But worst of all are the Achee- 
;ese, who occupy a little country at 
the north end of Sumatra. 
Acheen Is 
an absolute monarchy, recognizing no 
authority or control from the Dutch 
or anybody else. 
One of the longest wars in history 
*as been fought by the Dutch against 
the Acheenese. It was started iii INTL, 
and has been going on ever since, with 
no present prospect of bringing it to 
an end. 
In former days the Acheenese, who 
are Malays, engaged largely in piracy, 
fn 
their swift 
sailing 
proas 
they 
scoured the seas, capturing every un­ 
armed vessel they came across, and 
customarily butchering everybody on 
board. By their depredations they al­ 
most 
destroyed 
trade 
through 
the 
straits of Malacca. 
The Dutch did away with this mis­ 
chief by running 
down 
the 
pirate 
craft with small steam vessels and 
destroying them. 
But the Acheenese 
are still independent and defiant on 
wind. 
When the Dutch avenge an out­ 
rage by burning their villages and rice 
plantations, they retire to inaccessible 
fastnesses of the mountains. The best 
the Dutch can do is to hoid the ex 
frame northern tip of Sumatra, where 
they have planted a fortified town 
called Kotp Radja. 
Usually about 
eight thousand troops are kept there 
in garrison. 
Across the base of the tip a string 
of fourteen little forts extend con­ 
nected with the town by railroad and 
telegraph. Each is defended by elabo­ 
rate barbed-wire entanglements and 
by a hedge of the spiky plants called 
Spanish bayonets, thirty feet wide, 
which Is even more effective. 
If a 
fort is attacked re-enforcements from 
Rota Radja are summoned by wire. 
Not far from 
the 
town 
is 
Gold 
mountain, which Is said to be full of 
the yellow m etal; but it is outside the 
line of forts and so tile gold remains 
undug. 
For the Acheenese are just 
about the most ferocious savages in 
the vyorld, a little fad of theirs tieing 
mutilation of their enemies, whose 
legs, arms and ears they cut off. 
Their country is a primeval forest, 
peopled by orang-outangs and full of 
a deadly malaria.

As soon as th e hen leaves the nest 
with her babies I dust her th o ro u g h ­ 
ly with good insect powder and put 
her and her family into a clean coop 
with a door opening into a run, hav­ 
ing t h e ground for a floor. 
Every 
third day I move coop and run fa:- 
enough to have clean ground to sleep 
and eat on— this is necessary. I keep 
hen and chicks in coop and run three 
days, then let chicks run outside. 
W hen chicks are two weeks old, if 
th e w ea ther is fine, I let the mother 
hen out after th e m orning dew is off. 
F o r feed I give corn bread made 
with sour milk, soda and salt, bake 
hard 
and 
when 
fed 
moisten witn 
w arm water. 
W hen chicks are about 
th ree weeks old I give th em finely 
cracked corn with th e corn bread. 
After a few weeks m ore I give coarse­ 
ly cracked corn entirely. 
I keep the 
drinking dishes clean and keep pure, 
clean water by them all th e time.—

Austin, Feb. I.— Repeal outright 
of the suspended sentence law of 
Texas is recommended in a message 
sent to the legislature this aftrnoon 
by Governor Neff. 
This governor’s 
message charges corruption and urg­ 
es that this be stopped. 
He asks the 
strengthening of the Dean law and 
fu rth e r he would not permit a dis­ 
trict attorney to allow a man facing 
a number of charges to plead guilty 
and serve a concurrent sentence. 
“ There is sweeping over Texas as 
never before in her history a wave 
of crime,” the governor declares, and 
in an effort to hold it in abatement 
he makes his recommendations. 
The 
governor had been making a study 
of the operation of the suspended 
sentence law for weeks before he 
was inaugurated. 
Since he became 
governor he took up by correspond­ 
ence with district attorneys in every 
county in Texas the law and its abus­ 
es.

Chaplain Tells of a Wonderful Island 
Where L aw yer and Pastors 
Never invad* 


Buenos Aires.—The island of Tris­ 
tan da Cunha is described as “an un­ 
spoiled haven of rest feu* the wearj 
soul, a Mecca for those who long for re­ 
lief from worries of life,’’ by the chap­ 
lain of the British cruiser Dartmouth, 
which has just returned from a visit to 
that isolated spot. 
“No need to worry over mouey there, 
for there Is none,” said the chaplain. 
“There are no taxes, no doctors, no , 
lawyers, no clergymen, no policemen, , 
not even a head man. Newspapers and 
mail arrive, w’ith luck, about ouce every 
two years. 
“There is not even any mediicne, for 
tile last supply of remedies was thrown 
into the sea by the inhabitants, who 
are remarkably healthy. Epidemics are 
unknown. 
“Tristan is a British possession in 
the South Atlantic between South Af 
fica and South America. 
Its snow­ 
capped peak towers nearly 8,(XKJ feet 
above sea level. 
It is only 21 railes in 
circumference. 
Tile nearest inhabited 
place is St. Helena, 1,200 miles away. 
The island itself is of volcanic origin, 
the only habitable portion of it being 
u tongue of fertile land at the foot of 
the precipitous cliffs. 
“Sufficient potatoes are grown iu 
plots to meet Hie needs of the inhabi­ 
tants. 
Cattle and sheep were intro­ 
duced years ago and mauy cattle now 
run wild. 
Clothes are only to be ob­ 
tained by bartering from ships that 
call. 
For protection to the feet the 
people make moccasins of bullock hide. 
Wonderful socks are made by the wom­ 
en from wool carded by themselves. 
“From June to October of last year 
I the people had been without bread, tea, 
coffee and sugar. Out they all looked 
pretty well nourished.” 
The reason there is no bread is that 
fifty or sixty years ago a shipwreck 
near the island allowed rats to get 
ashore, so that since that time no 
wheat has been raised. 
But the men 
say that they are going to try again 
when the next mall In a year or two 
brings them some seed wheat. 
In the 
meantime they are in no hurry; if 
there isn't any bread they can be con­ 
tented on potatoes. 
And, to supple 
intuit their potatoes, fish are abundant, 
and cattle, and birds with their eggs 
and 
seals. 
They 
want 
for 
many 
things, says the chaplain, nevertheless 
there appears to be little discontent, 
and few ever wish to leave the is 
land. 
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Pays All Debts and From Remaining 
Stock of Chemicals Mixes Com­ 
pound to Generate Gas. 


London.—-Composing his own lethal 
gas, Constantine De Meresclievsky, a 
chemist and botanist of international 
repute, former professor in the Uni­ 
versity of Petrograd, committed sui­ 
cide in a Geneva hotel under dramatic 
circumstances. 
Meresclievsky escaped from Russia 
with a small fortune, which was ex­ 
hausted after twTo years residence In 
Geneva, where he continued his re­ 
sea reb work and wrote a number of 
scientific books. When his funds were 
gone he was too proud to appeal for 
help, though in view of his high stand­ 
ing he could have obtained a hand­ 
some subsidy to pursue his studies 
from scientific associations in Amer­ 
ica, 
France 
and 
England 
had 
he 
stooped to solicit aid. 
He preferred to die. He scrupulous­ 
ly paid all his debts and then from hi* 
remaining stock of chemicals mixed a 
special composition which he poured 
into a recep tacle, to which lie attached 
a tulle. 
At the other end of the tube was a 
mask which he placed over his face, 
and then binding himself to the bed 
released the gas which was given off 
from the composition. 
He died from 
asphyxiation. 
Firemen had to wear 
smoke helmets to remove the body 
from the room.

NEW JERSEY STARTS MOVE 


Experienced Fishermen S a y T h a t Su p ­ 
ply of Migratory Fish H as Been 
Seriously Depleted— Other Sea­ 


board States Are Sufferers. 


Newark, 
N. J.—A movement has 
been started In New Jersey to save 
from exterm ination the m igratory fish 
which spawn in one place and move 
along the 
Atlantic coast 
with 
the 
changing 
of 
the 
seasons— such 
as 
mackerel, menhaden, herring and nu­ 
merous other varieties peculiar to cer­ 
tain localities on this coast. 
Experl- 
* 
enced fishermen declare th a t the sup­ 
ply of these migratory fish has been 
seriously depleted by the pollution of 
the areas In which they spawn and by 
the reckless manner In which they 
have been caught in nets. 
The method proposed by the New 
Jersey Fish and Game Conservation 
league to prevent from extermination 
Is to induce the United States govern­ 
m ent to take control of and regulate 
the catching of these fish and stop pol­ 
lution of the spawning areas. 
It Is 
contended that only In this way can 
the Increasing cost of fish food to the 
consumer be checked or reduced. 


F our Fundamental Points. 
The four fundamental points In the 
New Jersey league’s proposal for na­ 
tional legislation are: 
Protect spawning areas against pol­ 
lution. 
Prevent fishing In spawning areas. 
Regulate the size of the meshes of 
nets so the Immature fish cannot be 
ca u g h t 
Protect the natural food supply of 
eatable fishes. 
The fourth point has to do with one 
of the most perplexing phases of the 
salt w ater problem—the m atter of the 
menhaden industry. 
The menhaden, 
otherwise known as mossbunker, which j 
once swarm ed along the coast in Incal­ 
culable numbers, attracting hordes of 
edible fishes that preyed on them, have 
been slaughtered right and left to pro­ 
duce oil and fertilizer. In the view of 
.experts their 
lid <s not far off, and 
with their passing will disappear from
